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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C, 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6, 7, and 24-29, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
appUcant regards as the invention. 

The term "substantially" in claims 6, 24, and 27, is a relative term which render the 
claims indefinite. The term "substantially" is not defined by the claims, the specification does 
not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. If apphcant intends a particular 
location for the halogen-containing impurities, it should be clearly recited. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the Umted 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 2, 4, 5, 8, 9, and 32, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Grider et al. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 7-31-01. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
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such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skiU in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Grider et al as 
applied to claims 2, 4, 5, 8, 9, and 32 above. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 7-31-01. 

Claims 11-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Grider et al 
as applied to claims 2, 4, 5, 8, 9, and 32 above.

Claims 6, 7, and 20-31, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Grider et al as applied to claims 2, 4, 5, 8, 9, and 32 above.

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person sicilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2, 4, 5, 7-16, 25 and 32, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. There is insufficient guidance to enable one of ordinary skill in the art 
to perform an oxidation process wherein a thicker oxide grows over a region having higher 
halogen concentration. Note that Grider et al teaches that increasing the halogen concentration 
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results in decreasing the oxide thickness (Column 2, lines 50-56). Note also that there is overlap 
between the dose recited in claims 6, 21, and 29, and the dose disclose at Column 3, lines 35-41
